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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The added language in Claims 1 and 11, "contained in a flexible housing" was not considered and addressed 
at the time of final Office action/rejection. It is uncertain if a housing made of rubber or plastic (as is now claimed in Claim 24) was 
originally intended to be "flexible" in-use, as now claimed. The specifcation fails to disclose a flexible housing. The added language in 
Claim 1, to an external antenna (also now in Claim 11) for a portable apparatus was not originally recited and therefore not addressed. 
These new limitations would require additional search and consideration because of their mechanical structure and placement. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: as noted above, new issues have been raised by 
adding structure not considered at the time of final Office action. 
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
